Ertainly, no Age did ever produce an Example-more Notorious in Robbery, 
than this of Mr. H/itzzey, for tho' we have Read of ſeveral, whoſe Hagitious 
-. -J and Predatory Lives, have furniſkt the Storyes of all Apes with Paſſages in- 
famouſly Remarkable ; yet, as we now-ftand on the Shouldiers ot former Times, and 
have their Experience to Fore-warn us, it would bave it ſome-what difficulr, wirh- 
out the Invention of more Novel Methods than were PraCtiſed, to Manage thoſe T: ades 
of Deceit and Rapine, with the ſame Succeſs they did. But, as Arts and Sciences of . 
Uſe and Morality admit of Increaſe, fo likewiſe, thoſe of Villany grow up with them, 
the Devil being as Induſtrious to Improve his Followers in the Schools of Vige, as our 
beſt Tuſtruments are in thoſe of Virtue, which are plainly Hluſtrated, thro? the whole

| He was Born in Hartfora-ſhire, and put out an Apprentice to a Butcher, in the ſam: 
County, but never ſerved outhis Covenanted time, with his faid Maſter ; and (as I am 
Credibly inform'd by an honett Connmtyy-man, who was his Maſters Neighbour) thoſe bafe 
Praftices, witich arenow ina fair way of bringing himto the Gallows, began then to ap- 
pear and ſhew themſelves in him, and it was there that he firſt contratted and Intimace, 
Acquaintance with ſeveral Natorious Villains, particularly with the late Fobn Benner, 
commonly calledamong the Gang Country Fack, Alias the Goldea-Farmer, in whoſe Com- 
rany, and that of one Holland, he Robbed together for iome time; but for theſe rwo 
Yers laſt paſt, he has been the Head, or Captain of a Bariditty or Grand Gang of 
Highway-Men, commonly known by the Name ot Captain W:ztneys Gang ; one of the 
ateſt Robbery?s of Note that they Committed, was that at South-Mims, on the Man- 
cheſter Carrier, and one Sm7th a Lace-Man, where among other Yillanies our Noble 
Cptain Performed, was that of Killing Twenty Horſes with his own Hands: 
| Great Seaxch having been fora long Time made after this our Noble Captain, for the 
many Depradations and Villantes he had Committed, and a Reward of Fifty Pounds be- 
ing offer'd to take him, at laſt, on Sat#raay, being the 31. of December, one Hill, a Tur- 
-*: by Trade, living in White-Chappel, ſet him at the P— Tavers, juſt without Aldgaxe, 
Having for ſeveral hours before Dogged him from place to place ; it ſeems our Captain 
kept a Miſs, or Lady of Pleaſure, near White-Chappel-Bars, which occaſioned his beigg 
very often at that end of the Town, and ſome {ay our Miſs betray'd hiin to this Turner, 
Very CErtain itis, that moſt of our great Highway-Men are taken by the means of their 
Wh;res falling out with them. Our Captain was no ſooner Apprehended at the Tavera 
;cfaid, and going to be ſeized on, but be broke looſe from the whole Company, with 
' his þword in hand, having, in Reſcuing himſelf, run Z1/ (who firſt Jaid hands on him) 
Infthe Body with his Sword, and done much other Miſchief, from 4/dgate he made his 
way direttly towards Biſhopſgate, great numbers of People following him, crying out, a 
| High:Way 04an, a High-Way Man. In Biſhopſgate-0treet, a little below the turning that 
| goes to Old Berhlebem, he made into an Hoſters Shop, which was newly ſhut up, bur 
the door open, here hecontinued but avery ſmalltime, before the Houſe was beſet with 
many Hundreds of People of all forts, and he was ſoon perſwaded to Surrender higiſelf ; 
its generally thought he deſigned tohave run down Old Bed/em, and fo into more Fields, 
which if he had Eftetted, he might have been in a fair. way of Eſcaping, from his Nume- 
rous Perſuers, being of himſelf naturally very Swift F6oted ; but being in a great Fright 
and Amazement, he miſtook the turning, and then run into the Shop aforeſaid. 
Soon after his being Secur at the Hofiers,, he was Committed to Newgate, being 
brought thither in a Coach, accompany'd with three Luſty Stout Men as a Guard, and 
ſome Thouſands of Followers, many of which ſo hung upoa the Coach, that the Horſes 
could ſcarce draw the Coach along, and juſt as they came to Newgate, the Company ſes 
up ſeveral Halloa's, with as much eagerneſs of Rejoycing, as if Mopſieur of Fraxce had 
been brought thither in a Mouſe-Trap. Tt was about the Hour of Tea a Clock when 
they came to Newgate, where our Captain was no ſooner put in,. but one of the Perſons 
that came in the Conch with him,. called for a freſh Coach, -and ordered the Man to drive 
him to MWhite- Hall.

Since his being in Newgate, hehas been heard to ſay, that le has 2100. leit ftill, and:that 
he hoped tolive 21 Days, fo would ſerve him to ſpend after the Rate of x00 4, a Day.
